COTTON RECEIPTS FORGING 


AHEAD. 


For the first time in a number of 
years the cotton receipts of Navasota 
have forged ahead of Bryan. 
An ac­ 
count in Monday’s Eagle gives Bry­ 
an’s receipts as 14,726. At Navasota 
last Saturday we had received 17,475, 
a gain of 2,749 bales.—Navasota Ex­ 
aminer. 
But does not the Examiner include 
in its receipts the cotton coming into 
Navasota by train from the big plan­ 
tations in the Brazos bottom? 
The 
receipts quoted by the Eagle are pure­ 
ly wagon receipts, not a bale being 
counted that came in by train. 
Inquiry at the office of the Bryan & 
Central Texas Interurban, that runs 
from Bryan down through the 
rich 
Brazos valley, disclosed the fact that 
they had brought to Bryan to date 
» 13,401 bales. 
Add this 
to 
Bryan’s 
wagon receipts and we would have a 
grand total of 27,634 bales, or 10,159 
more than Navasota. 
The Eagle does not know It to be a 
fact that the train cotton is im hided 
to Navasota's report, but 
presumes 
th a t It is, and if so, the above figures 
would represent the cotton acuation 
of the two cities. 
Bryan is clearly entitled to count in 
her receipts the cotton brought in by J character, 
the Interurban because the planters 
practically all live in Bryan and ail 
their cotton was brought here by wag­ 
on before the road was built and the 
same would obtain now were it not for 
th e road. 
Bryan’s 
total 
receipts, therefore, 
th at we are Justly entitled to, are 27,* 
634 bales. 
In addition to this Bryan 
receives a lot of cotton over the I. & 
G. N. that is brouht here to be com­ 
pressed, but we do not count this, not 
feeling that we are entitled to it, as it 
was not grown In Bryan’s trade terr! 
tory.

Conditions in Athens, Greece Are of the Rioting, 
Turbulent Kind and the Greek Reserves Have 
Taken the Law into Their Own Hands—Con­ 
ditions May Lead to Open Hostilities Between 
Allies and Greeks—No Change of Conse­ 
quence on any of the Battle Fronts—Germans 
Claim to Have Captured Many Russians in 
Galicia. 


London, Oct. 20.— Extrem ely turbu­ 
lent conditions in Athens W ednesday 
night were reported in a Reuters dis­ 
patch. 
Greek reservists have taken 
the law into their own hands despite 
the presence of a strong entente de­ 
tachm ent of m arines who are being 
given virtually no assistance by the 
Greek authorities in m aintaining or­ 
der, the dispatch declares. 


Serbian Victory Reported. 
Paris, Oct. 20.—Tho Paris war office 
today announced the Serbians 
had 
captured the plateau and vii.age of 
Veleyselo on the western end of the 
Macedonian front, putting the Bulga­ 
rians to rout. 
The Bulgarian state­ 
ment today merely says, “Heavy fight­ 
ing is in progress on the f'erna front.” 


Tw o Lost on Alaunia. 
New York, Oct. 
20.—The 
Cunard 
line announces all but two of 
the 
crew of the Alaunia, which was sunk 
by a mine yesterday, had been saved. 
The passengers were previously land­ 
ed at Falmouth.

Zeitung of Cologne says: 
“German submarines will operate in 
the future in the W estern 
Atlantic
